Labor's holiday was celebrated by 


the union men of Portsmouth on Mon- 
day in. a manner befitting its import- 
ance. There have been Labor day cel- 
\ 


ebrations in "his city before but nev- 
er one approaching in magnitude and 
importance that of yesterday. 


The day was a perfect one, withal 


a trifle warm, and all of the many fea- 
tures passed off without 
a 
single 


hitch of any kind. It was a celebra- 
tion of which the labor unions of Old 
Strawberry Bank may well be proud. 


The parade was long and elaborate, 


and elicited many admiring comments 
along the route. 


In the afternoon many of the un- 


ions enjoyed outings at various points 
in the immediate vicinity, in nearly 
every instance two or more unions 
uniting in this strictly social observ- 
ance of the day. 


The main object of the celebration, 


of course, was to furnish a practical 
dernonstation of the strength of labor 
unionism in Portsmouth, and this ob- 
ject was certainly attained. 
The 


strength exhibited was a revelation to 
the citizens of the city, many of whom 
had little conception of the growth of 
the union spirit hereabouts. 


Too much credit could hardly be 


bestowed upon the 
committees in 


charge of the celebration. 


Not one of the multitudinous 
de- 


tails was slighted. From start to finish 
everything moved with the precision 
of clockwork, and all of the many fea- 
tures of the day were interesting. 


Nothig occurred to mar the attrac- 


tiveness of the parade or to interfere 
in any way with the pleasures of the 
day. Visitors from other towns were 
numerous and the words of praise be- 
etowed by them upon Portsmouth aud 
Portsmouth's union men were many. 


September 1, 1902 will long be a red 


letter day to the labor unions of 
Portsmouth, and the manner in which 
it was commemorated will long be re- 
membered. Certainly a high standard 
has been sot for next year's celebra- 
tion. 


The Parade. 


For once a parade has started on 


time in this city. The monster Labor 
day pageant of the local unions was 
advertised to 
movo at 
"10 a. m. 


sharp," and as the clock In the North 
ehurch tower soundod 
the 
second 


stroke of the hour, the head of 
the 


parade advanced up Pleasant street. 


It was a notable triumph for Chief 


Marshal John Mallon, his chief of 
*taff >nnd the aids. It also demonstra 
tod the punctuality with which the 
members of the unions reported at the 
various headquarters and prepared to 
take their allotted places in lino. 


When Assistant Marshal Hurley and 


his platoon of officers, who formed the 
van of the parade, 
came marching 


across State street, they saw both 
sides of Pleasant street packed with 
expectant people. The broad steps of 
the 
government 
building 
afforded 


choice vantage 
ground 
for 
many, 


while some stood in the doors ot the 
big granite pile and others, in the 
corridor itself, strained their necks 
to get a squint at the parade over the 
shoulders of the persons in front of 
them. 


But the real crowd was- that which 


hedged in Market square, from the 
banks next to City Hall, on one side, 
and 
the 
North 
church, 
opposite, 


around to Fay's block on Congress 
street. The congestion of 
humanity 


was extraordinary, for Portsmouth or 
any other city of ten or twelve thous- 
and inhabitants. It beat all holidays 
for years back by thousands of heads. 


Word had been given abroad that 


this first day of September, 1902, was 
to be a red-letter day in Portsmouth, 
as regarded the parade feature of the 
occasion, so the whole population, it 
seemed, left residences at the West 
end, South end, and Christian Shore 
in 
charge 
of 
watch-dogs 


and 
massed 
themselves 
solidly 


about 
the 
square. 
A 
conserva- 


tive estimate of the people who saw 
the parade at some point along the 
route must put it at fifteen thousand. 


And the display made by the labor 


men fully justified such an outpouring 
of on-lookers. 


There were 1800 marching and rid- 


ing men in the parade, many elabor- 
ate floats, trade teams good to look 
at, and bands which gave excellent 
music. From the time of starting until 
disbandment, there was not a single 
hitch. Never has a parade in Ports- 
mouth been more ably handled. 


The first division was headed by 


the Naval band and comprised the 
Longshoremen, coal teamsters and 
general teamsters, all of whom strode 
along as if conscious of the 
honor 


which was theirs in forming the van. 


In the second division 
were 
the 


granite cutters and the members of 
the Federal Labor union. Their ap- 
pearance was all right. They marched 
behind the South Berwick band. 


The boot and shoe workers, the lar- 


gest body in the parade, were in the 
third division, together with the box- 
makers. The large float of the boot 
and shoe workers, with stitching and 
vamping machines being operated by 
skilled men, attracted general atten- 
tion. It was the product of much in- 
genuity and hard work. The-boxmak- 
ers also had an attractive float. The 
Portsmouth City band furnished the 
music for this division. 
' 


The Kearsarge fife and drum corps, 


the only one in the parade, but which 
held its own with the bands, headed' 
the fourth division, which embraced 
five unions—the blacksmiths, painters 
and decorators, hod 
carriers, 
typo- 


graphical and laundry workers. These 
all sThowftd up admirably. 


In the fifth division after the Ridde- 


ford City band, came the 
corpora, 


brewery workers, bottlers and mixers 
and servers. Thl» division was as In- 


teresting as any of the 
others. 
The 


mixers and servers turned 
a 
neat 


trick by walking beneath bright red 
"umbersols"—that's 
the 
word, 
for 


they were not large enough to be 
'brellas and were too large to pass as 
parasols. They came in very handily 
as it happened, with Old Sol getting 
redder in the face every minute and 
boosting the mercury up into the nine- 
ties, and the fellows who used these 
gaudy head-protectors 
found 
them- 


selves about as fresh as any of them 
when, the end of the long route was 
reached. 


The sixth and last division present- 


ed the carpenters and joiners, barbers 
ana" retail clerks, behind the Roches- 
ter City band. A good .many people 
declared that the finest looking men 
in the whole parade were in this di- 
vision, but, while there is a deal of 
truth in it. the spruce and bright look- 
ing chaps who marched with the boot 
and shoe workers, the 
mixers and 


servers, the bottlers, yes, and the 
typos, and the husky lads among the 
brewery workers, the coopers, the hod 
carriers, the teamsters—but call it 
quits and stop the bouquets. Every 
division was up to 
snuff, in appear- 


ance and numbers. If it hadnit been, 
it wouldn't have been the great par- 
ade that it was. 


The line was formed on Court street 


right resting on Pleasant, 
and 
the 


roufe" was up Pleasant, through Mar- 
ket to Deer, Deer to Vaughan, Vaughan 
to Congress, Congress 
to Islington, 


to Bartlett, countermarch to 
Cass, 


Cass to Middle, Middle to State, State 
to Pleasant, Pleasant to Marcy, Marcy 
to Water, Water to State to Pleasant 
to Market square, where the proces- 
si6n was reviewed by Chief Marshal 
Mallon and staff, and dismissed. 


It was twenty minutes after eleven 


o'clock when the chief marshal and 
his orderlies drew rein on the square 
and in reviewing alignment 
watched 


and in reveiwing alignment watched 
the six divisions pass by them and af- 
terward disband. 


It was the hottest day of the sea- 


son, with not a whiff of breeze, but 
the paraders stood the strain 
nobly. 


Some of them were 
pretty 
nearly 


fagged out. however, at the end. 


About all the unions that partici- 


pated m the display turned out in full 
strength. Thus is was that Labor day 
of 1902 was indeed a red-letter holiday 
for Portsmouth.

smokers. A recommendation has been 
made to the navy department that a 
place in another building be provided 
for the men who may there enjoy their 
meal and the pipe or 
cigar 
which 


completes it. The proposition has a 
ring of humanity to it which ought not 
to fall upon deaf ears.—Army and Na- 
vy Register.

Every 
melancholy thought, every 


morbid notion and every nac-cini; wor- 
ry should be resisted to the utmost, 
and the patient should be physicked'by 
cheerful thoughts, of which there is a 
store in every one's possession, bright 
companions—cheaper than drugs und 
pleasanter. 


There have occurred scores of dozens 


of cases where healthy persons have 
thought themselves into having tumora 
and cancers—cases which admit of no 
doubt whatever that the diseases re- 
sulted from 
constant morbid fear. 


There might possibly be fewer cases 
of cancer if some great doctors e«eld 
assure the world that it is not a hered- 
itary disease, but morbid minded per 
sons on bearing that there is cancer in 
their families generally do the very 
worst thing they can do under the cir- 
cumstances —• they conceive an awful 
dread that they will be afflicted with 
it. They dwell upon the fear constantly, 
and every trilling ailment which trou- 
bles them is nt first mistaken for the 
premonitory symptoms of cancer. 


The morbid condition of mind pro- 


duces a morbid condition of body, and 
if the disease does happen to be in the 
system it receives every encourage- 
ment to develop.

A Model Surveyor. 


The Kinsman Leader-Courier tells of 


an early day county surveyor in Kinj:- 
man county, Kan, who neither pos- 
sessed any instruments nor could have 
used them if he had.

wanders. Place tbe patient at once 
itf- a ' horizontal position, the fit*ad 
slightly raised. 
Administer 
stimu- 


lants, aTcobolic or aromatic vinegar. If 
whisky or brandy is used, give from 
a tea spoonful to a tablespoonful of^ hot 
water every ten minutes until five or 
six doses have been taken. Surround 
the body and legs Inside tbe tbigbs 
aatl' ttiider tbe armpits with bot water 
bags, hot' atones—anything to give 
warmth—but take care not to burn 
your patient. If the injury is to tbe 
head, follow tbe same treatment, b«t 
omit tbe alcoholic stimulant.

The early 
printers employed a dagger to show 
that a word or sentence was objection- 
able and should be cut out.

ered career of lottery office keeper, 
stockbroker and gambler had given i 
banknotes careful study and acquired 
a knowledge of engraving, paper mak- 
ing and printing. He imtde his own 
ink, manufactured the paper and print- 
ed the notes on u private press. In va- 
rious disguises he hired boys from the 
streets to present the notes. Suspicion 
was at last aroused by his movements. 
He was thrown into prison, where he 
cheated the law by hanging himself iu 
his cell.—London Chronicle.
